- In a serifion Sunday night to young 
people of Mt. Auburn Methodist Church, 
Hodiamont avenue and North Market 
Street, the Rey. Josephus Stephan, the 
pastor, denounced the dancing pavilion 
and cafe at Suburban Garden as one of 
the most corrupting influences on the 
young life of St. Louis and St. Louis 


County. | 


' The Rev. Mr. Stephan complained to 
the Post-Dispatch about conditions ex- 


isting at the garden, and on Saturday 


evening he visited the placein company 
with a Post-Dispatch reporter to in- 
vestigate conditions as reported to him 
by members of his flock. 

After watching a well-dressed crowd 
of young men and women dancing ami! 
gense cigar and cigarette smoke, the 
Rev. Mr. Stephan prepared an address, 
warning his charges against the bane 
ful influences at the resort. He went- 
there with the reporter at 11:40, p. m. 
and stayed there until 12:05 a. m. 

On the dancing floor a hundred or 
more couples participated in waltzes 
and two-steps. Between dances they 
indulged in drinks, served by waiters. 
In the hall were many girls who ap- 
peared to be not more than 16 years 
6ld, some of whom were nearly intoxi- 
cated.

Sunday _ evening on “Spider Webs.” 
After réferring to*the false security 
of trusting to self made forms of 

tion, making personal opinion

bolized by the spider ‘web. - 

He characterized the dance hall. as 
a web to snare the unwary. “We do 
mot have to go wery far from Mt. 
Auburn Church, only a stone’s throw,’ 
he. said, “to find one: of.the most 
damning and corrupting influences 
on the life of our young people.” He 
characterized Suburban Garden's 


dance hall as a destroyer of guileless 
young men and

| this hall to be convinced of the awful 
—— with which youns people 
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are confronted,” he continued. “The 
Street cars are sufficient evidence of 
the goings-on there in the wee hours 
of the morning. Men who have been 
shocked by some things they have 
witnessed have communicated to me 
their conviction of the moral danger 
of the institution, and other men 
down in the city streets of St. Louis 
are quietly telling’ their associates 
extraordinary things. 

“As a commercial enterprise we hav2 
nothing to do with the presence in our 
its ap- 
purtenances, but.as a ‘moral influence, 
endangering the youth of our com- 
munity and of our city, it is time a 
voice of warning is lifted. We do not 
believe that young men, and especially 
young women, should be allowed to en- 
ter into the seductiveness of such a 
place without the warning voice of those 
who eis osc the moral danger.”’ 


eo Limit on Drinks. 
The Post-Dispatch reporter found at 


the dancing pavilion that no limit is 
placed on the amount of drinks young 
men are permitted to buy for young 
women. The drinking tables are ar- 
ranged about the dancing floor in con 
venient form. Dancers. entér the space 
set aside for dancing at a common gate.

There a charge of 5 cents'a couple is} 


collected for each dance. Six tickets 


are sold for 25 cents.

This person exercises a fine discrimina- 
tion in admitting persons. A frequent- 
er explained to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the management did not en: 
courage the admittance of all dancers 
to the cafe. He said those who looked 


all right were permitted to go upstairs. |} 


He said a ticket was.formerly used to 
gain admittance to the cafe, but this 
feature was recently dispensed with. 
Saturday night the cafe in Subur- 
ban Garden was packed to the doors 
when Rev. Mr. Stephan arrived. It 
was near midnight and all tables 
were plentifully, supplied with drink 
Each table was surrounded by young 
men and women who were erijoying 
their drink and the music and song 
furnished ‘by, four negroes. Some of 
the drinkers ‘had several drinks be- 
fore them, as word had been passed 
arcund that the .“lid’’ would be 


pressed on tight at midnight. 
Private Rooms a Feature. 


In thls room many young men and 
women cast their arms about each other 
in eareless abandon. 

From this room several private rooms 
operted out. These rooms were alsp. fre- 
quented by drinkers, some of whom 
were partaking of meals. All the doors 
to the private dining rooms were open. 

Inquiry of persons who are known to 
visit. the cafe frequently shows that 
the doors to the private rooms are never 
closed. “The waiters would not permit 
that," said a man who admitted he 
passed most of his Saturday and Sunday 
nights at the resort. “You see,” mh 
said, “they have to have some private 
rooms. Some of the people who come 
here don't want to mix with the crowd 
In the cafe.”’ 

Girl's Downfall Is Told. 

The pavilion is operated by the four 
Ruhiand brothers. John Ruhiland super- 
intends the floor, while his brothers, 
Charles, Joseph and Ben ‘play in the 
orchestra. 

The entire Suburban property is leased 
by Jake and Sol Oppenheimer who sub- 
let the dancing floor. The Oppenheimer's 
conduct the bars and cafe. 


Recently several chauffeurs with girls 


from the garden have wrecked their

The Supreme Court has laid down the rules which | % 
contro] in such cases several] times and in the 
case’ of the State vs. Montgomery,. decided Nov. 
29 last, reaffirmed them. In so doing it also 
affirmed a sentence of two years for manslaugh- 
ter against a deputy constable of Greene County. 

The Court cites the rule laid down fin State vs. 
Dierberger (96, Mo.) whare it was said: 

The officer, when making an arrest, may, 
of course, defend himself, as may any other 
person who is assaulted; but the law does not 
stop here; the officer. must of necessity be 
the aggressor; his mission is not accomplished 
when he wards off the assault; he must press 
forward and accomplish his object; he is not 
bound to put off the arrest until a more 
favorable time * * * but if he used more 
force than was reasonably necessary for that 
purpose, and shot deceased while resisting ar- 
rest, he was guilty of manslaughter in the 
fourth degree. 

The cases are so clear that the only question of 
interest in. the shooting of Newman is the of- 
ficer’s discretion as to the amount of force neces- 
sary. In this respect the Court says: 

But he (the officer) must always remember 
that the life of a human being is sacred in 
the eyes of the law; that it is the first and 
greatest right of a citizen, and that he must 
not be deprived of it except under circum- 
stances of extreme necessity. 

The Court further adopts and makes the law of 
the State the rule laid down in Wharton on 
Homicide (3d Ed. Sec. 502) which is: 

It has been held that the amount of force 

‘ and the employment of the usual means of 
making an arrest and detention within the 
compass of the means ordinarily resorted to 
for securing one found committing a criminal 
act must be left to the diséretion and. judg- 
ment of the officer, where he is engaged in 
discharging a public and official duty, and is 
actuated by no ill will. But the prevailing 
rule seems to be that the law does not clothe 
an officer with authority to judge arbitrarily 
of the necessity of killing a prisoner, and that 
he cannot kill unless there is necessity for it; 
and that whether there is such a necessity is 

a question of fact for the jury in a prosecu- 

tion for the killing, to be determined from 

al] the evidence of the case, a doubt as to the 
non-existence of guch necessity entitling the 
officer to an acquittal. 

That is the law of Missouri. 

How far removed the case of Newman is from 
anything the law seems to contemplate as justi- 
fied killing is obvious. How lax the prosecuting 
authorities are for ignoring the case of the negro 
is equally apparent. 

When a patrolman kills anyone under any cir- 
cumstances the proper procedure under the law 
of Missouri is an inquest by, a coroner’s jury, a 
submission of the case to. the grand jury, and the 
indictment and prosecution of the patrolman in 
the manner applicable in the case of any accused 


person. 
No judgment is to be entered against the police; 
even what is a custom need not be indicted. But

Street Construction nm Under New Charter. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The proposed new charter @s well as the old 
one assesses the entire cost of reconstruction of 
streets against the property within the district 
fixed by the Board of Public Improvements, which 
is all wrong,,unjust and a burden upon the prop- 
erty owners who have once paid for the im- 
provement of their respective streets. When a 
property owner has once paid for the improve- 
ment of his street he hag done all that should be 
expected of him in the way of increasing the value 
of his property for taxation and for the benefit of 
the public and the city. 
| Since the city charges license for the use of its 
streets (for the improvement of which the prop- 
erty owner has paid) and whereas the city has 
full control of its streets and granta franchises 
and permits for the use of same, it (the city) 
should at least bear a part (one-half or more) of 
the most of reconstruction of {te streets, and 
should also pay for the entire cost of maintaining 
and repairing .of all streets. 

There is no good reason why the city should 
reap all the benefits of improvement of streets as 
well as taxes and saddle the entire costs of re- 
construction of same on the property owner after 
said streets have been worn out by the public 
for which the city charges licenses. 

The Board of Public Improvements should be 
empowered to order making of mew streets and 
assess the total expenses of such improvements 
against property, as now provided by charter; but’ 
should not be empowered to order the reconstruc- 
tion of streets and compel the property owners to 
pay the entire cost of same, for ‘reegons herein- 
above stated. 

There should also be some check or limit to the 
powers of the Board of Public Improvementge, also 
some redress for property owners where the re- 
construction of streets is not deemed necessary 
by a‘majority of the property owners in the tax- 
able district. 

The above applies to reconstruction of streets 
and affects the small and medium home and prop- 
erty owner more than any one else. :

I discovered that my grocer 
did not give honest weights: His prices I believed 
were high, as are ‘all West End grocers who have 
automobile delivery wagons and provide fer the 
families of affluence... But could I come down to 
dealing with a quiet little grocery store where 
the “slim pockets” go? When I thought of reliev- 
ing the. pressure of my good, uncomplaining hus- 
band, I quickly laid aside my pride and began to 
trade with a grocer who makes no show, but carT+., 
riés excellent meats, good clean stock of groceries, 
and above all gives correct weights and measures. 
His prices are very reasonable. I pay 5 cents 
less per peck for potatoes, 7 cents per pound less 
for spring chickens killed and dressed to order, 
6 cents less for butter and eggs. In fact, I save 
a few cents on everything purchased. As a re- 
sult. my grocery bills are nearly one-half less 
than with. the so-called “best” dealer. What a 
pleasure to eat a fresh dressed broiler at 18 cents 
per pound, when formerly you paid 25 cents per 
pound for a chicken that from appearance and 
taste, you knew was a cold storage fowl. My 
new grocer is in a fashionable neighborhood. 
There are a great many apartments houses where 
dwell families of salaried men, and if they bought 
of him their bills would drop down to almost nor- 
mal figures, The “fancy” goods he does not carry 
could;. of course, be bought elsewhere. 

Let the fashionable folk buy at the “best” stores. 
They are able to pay the fancy prices, maybe, 
but let.the every-day folk trade with the honest, 
unpretentious grocer MRS.

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—‘‘Digger” Stan- 
ley, the English featherweight cham- 
pion, who has come over here to fight, 
has been in the game a long time. 


In fact, he’s as much of a veteran as 
Abe Attell. But they fight seldom and 
last long over in England. 

Bight or nine years ago I saw the 
Digger fight Pedlar Palmer in London. 
The fight was down in Wonderland, in 
the Whitechapel district. Wonderland 
at that time was one of the big, cheap 
clubs. The evening’s program usually 
consisted of twelve or fifteen short 
fights; ‘so class, as a rule, didn’t cut 
much 6f a figure. 

On this night Digger Stanley and 
Pediar Palmer went on in the main 
event of ten rounds. There had been 
all sorts of fighters in the preliminaries. 
One that I remember was Jack Scales, 
who still figures as a heavy near- 
‘champion of England. I remember 
Scales principally because he was so 
fat and because he didn’t know any- 
thing about fighting at all.

I 
feel confident that I‘ean defeat him, 
and if ever we get in the ring I will 
come out as the king ef the light- 
weights. ,

“Charley Harvey, my manager, has 
been in ~...cago for more than a week, 
trying to line up Tom Jones, Wolgast’s 
manager, for a promise. Jones, while 
I was in Chicago, refused to make any 
kind of an agreement. He kept stalling 
and stalling for his protege. I have 
been told;: though, that Jenes and Wel- 
gast will agree on a date within 6 
days. 

“I will fight him under any condi- 
tions. For that -eason I can’t under- 
stand why he won’t sign up. I will 
agree to a 90 and 10 split, winner take 
all, and will accommodate him with any 
size side bet. He can hardly refuse me 
a@ match under those terms. But he’s 
the most peculiar champion I have ever 
heard of. 

“TI like to fight, and after I beat Wol- 
vast will accommodate them all. This 
vaudeville stuff is easy money, but I 
would rather get mine fighting. I don’t 
like the footlights. And as for the 
speechmaking, I would prefer a good 
wallop on the jaw any time. 

In Wrong in Emgliand. 

‘This fellow Freddy Welsh is a clever 
boy. So is Jem Driscoll, who lost to 
Welsh recently. Although they ‘are Eng- 
lish and Welshman I have not fought 
either. That’s because I am in wrong 
with the National Sporting Club people. 
After my first visit to this country, I 
returned to England and told them what 
fine sporting people the Yankees are. I 
pointed out the fact that a fighter in 
this country could have all the fights 
he wanted, that they offered better 
purses and when a fighter was a fighter, 
they gave him credit for it. 

“That somewhat riled them and I am 
a kind of an outcast as a result. But I 
like this country, have made a snug lit- 
tle pile here and want to keep on fight- 


‘Ting here.’’ 


Moran is a compact piece of fighting 
machinery. He is only 6 feet 4 inches 
tall but has a wonderful pair of shoul- 
ders. Unlike so many broad athletes, 
he is not muscle bound. -He is quick on 
his feet and is often referred to as the 
“dancing master.’’ Although clever and 
fast, he also packs a wicked punch. 

“It was a kind of a right hook on Nel- 
son’s jaw that started Bat on the down- 
ward path,” said Moran.
